The newspapers in which 
they appeared have been introduced 
in testimony and in considering and 
weighing and determining as to the 
portions which are contained In • the 
petition and claimed to be libelous 
they may be read by you in connec- 
tion with the other" portions of the 
articles which do not appear in the 
petition. 


The plaintiff says that at the time 


these articles was published he was a 
public officer, to-wit: The Chief Engi- 
neer of the Fire Department of the city 
of Lima; more commonly spoken of in ' 
the trial as the Fire Chief, or Chief of 
the Fire Department.

~ "iave said as to an individual hav- 
ing these rights, a newspaper is en- 
titlqd to exercise the same right and 
the same privilege. 
"A newspaper 


or any person may, with good mo- 
tives and for justifiable ends, freely 
and boldly and with seventy or ridi- 
cule, criticize and comment upon the 
official conduct ot public officers, and 
draw 
any 
deductions 
from 


these 
actions 
and 
the 
c'rcum- 


stances which, with any show of rea- 
son or fairness, might be claimed to 
follow therefrom; but where 
the 


criticism or comment' is not confined 
to tbe act itself, but asperses the 
motives of the 
officer and makes 


statements of fact which amount to 
a charge against him of an offense 
aeainsfc the law or of a gross infrac- 
tion of good morals, the defense 
available to him who is responsible 
for the charge is to prove its tru h," 


So that the defendent in this case 


had a right to publish, if it was done 
in good faith, and you so find from 
tbe testimony, with a view of cor- 
recting abuses in the fire department, 
or to avoid the doing of things

and all these matters may be freely 
and boldly discussedjby a newspaper, 
and it is the right that a newspaper 
or any individual has to do so, so 
long as the act is not done malicious- 
ly. Tbe reason for thie is, that if 
public officers who serve the people 
were protected against criticism, if 
their official acts were not subject to 
scrutiny and criticism, if there was a 
protection thrown around a public 
officer and the acts of a public officer, 
so that he might not be criticized, 
much of the means would be lost by 
which good service • nd proper man- 
agement of public affairs would be 
secured. 


But this criticism must nofc be 


done for the purpose of injuring the 
oilicur troiu B juaucioua motive. In 


and determine were these articles 
malicious. 


There are two kinds ot malice or 


two definitions of malice tbat are 
recognized by tbe iaw, or rather two 
modes ot ascertaining whether s 
thing is done maliciously. 
There is 


what is known in law as implied mal- 
ice: tbat is tbe malice which is ar- 
rived at or the proof of the existence 
of which is found in the publication 
itself; acd when the article is of such 
character that it bears upon its face 
by reason of its construction the evi- 
dence of malice, the law will pre- 
sume that it was written with a 
malicious inient. But where the ar- 
ticle itself does not contain the evi- 
dence of malice, or does not iiiuw 


at the •ou.r.ive back of It was 


malicious, then 
malice must be 


established by testimony of express 
malice: ia order to establish Tjhe mal- 
ice there must be proof adduced to 
the jury from which they may find 
that the act was done maliciously. 


In determining whether or not an 


article is malicious you will be en- 
titled to look at the article and ex- 
amine it with all its connections— 
examine It in connection with all the 
parts of the article; not simply that 
which is embodied in tbe petition, 
but the entire article and from It all 
determine. 


You will not be at liberty to con- 


clude that because the matter may 
be severe, that it may be a severe 
criticism, you wiil not assume as a 
conclusion from the severity alone 
that it is malicious. You will gath- 
er your conclusion from the entire 
article as to whether the article 
bears upon its face the evidence that 
it had an ill will or determination to 
injure. Where an article is so gross- 
ly unfair and unjust in its statements 
as to be wanton, there malice may be 
implied. The law would Imply mal- 
ice if the article was of such charac- 
ter as would lead the jury to conclude 
that malice had prompted it by rea- 
son of its wantonness. 
The 
differ- 


ence the jury will keep in mind be- 
tween the publication made in a 
newspaper about a private individual 
or concerning a private individual, 
and a public officer. 
As to a private 


individual no man has a right to crit- 
icize him, ridicule him, hold him up 
to contempt or anything of that 
kind; cannot comment upon him with 
severity, cannot ridicule him, nor 
criticize with severity: because it is 
an invasion of his individual rights, 
in which the public have no interest. 
and what may be libeloua as to an in- 
dividual may not be libelous as to a 
public officer. 


The fact that a man is a public 


officer does not give to the writer of 
an article the right to charge him 
with corruption, or with fraud, or 
venality, or anything which asperses 
his private character. It is only the

These are the matters which are to 


be taken by you Into consideration in 
determining" the amount of his re- 
covery if you find there was ex- 
press malice. 
In the event you 


find there was express malice, vou 
may also by way of compensation" go 
further and assess what in your judg- 
ment would be a reasonable sum as 
compensation as attorneys' fees In 
this case. This matter as to the 
amount of attorneys' fee.-?, if you 
come to that, you mast determine 
from your own judgment as to what 
sum would be a reasonable sam, and 
which sum you wpuld add to any 
sum you find he is entitled to recover 
by reason of tbe danger from losing 
his office, and any sum which you find 
from the testimony he actually lost 
by reason of tbe publications which 
he otherwise would have received 
'rom his office. 
If you find there 


was express malice, you may go 
farther if you see fit and assess some 
additional sum by way of exemplary 
damages, as it is called in law, some- 
times smart money and sometimes 
punitive damages—a sum which is 
not as a compensation, but is award- 
ed as a sort of punishment against 
the party who is guilty of actual 
malice in the publication of an arti- 
cle so that by means of the example 
prevent others from doing likewise. 
This amount may be found and the 
jury are to determine, even though 
they find express malice, whether 
they give any sum or whether they 
do not. The entire matter as to that 
is with the jury, as is the entire 
matter as to tbe amount which they 
shall assess by way of punishment. 


These are the rules that are to 


control you in case you find express 
malice. If you find that the proof 
does not establish by its preponder- 
ance that there was express malice,
